I am inclined to think Mensuration is 
often considered dry, not interesting, not 
v ery p ractical, and that occasionally in a 
common school it is not studied, although 
considerable p retension may be made to 
p roficiency in arithmetic. 
Quite to the 
contrary of such op inion and p ractice,our 
classes do no p art of their term ’s work 
with more zest. The reasons for the dif­ 
ference may be worth considering. 
I 
conclude that the fault, when Mensura­ 
tion is found dry, lies in the p resentation 
of the subject. 
An endless list of rules or formulas is 
giv en, which the p up il, if he is not too 
much ap p alled at their number to try, 
p roceeds to store away. 
With unerring 
certainty he confounds them with one 
another; with an amusing uncertainty he 
ap p lies them. 
There they lie in his 
mind, like scrap s in a rag-bag. He reach­ 
es in for one, and draws out two or three, 
neither of them ap p licable to the p rob­ 
lem in hand, and hesitates which he had 
better use. 
Moreov er, two great means to interest, 
which should be emp loyed, are ap t to be 
ignored. These are to work some of the 
mensuration p roblems which might easi 
ly come up in the ev ery-day Rfe of the 
p up il, and to illustrate, with drawings or 
otherwise, whatev er p roblems may be 
assigned in the text. 
Things are p retty 
certain to lack interest for a boy if he 
thinks he can make no use of them. 
As 
soon as your p up il has learned the few 
rules that are really necessary, send him 
out to comp ute how many square feet of 
p ainting there are on the water tank; or 
into the kitchen to comp ute the contents 
of the hollow ware. 
It is as interesting 
to a boy or girl to find how much si ball, 
a jar, a tub or a churn holds, as it is what 
three yards of calico cost at six cents 
a yard. 
As to illustration, drawings 
should, in most cases, be p laced on the 
blackboard. 
We both understand and 
remember the things we see. 
Our method is to learn but a few rules 
and learn them well. Those are chosen, 
generally, which are best adap ted for il­ 
lustration. 
Diagrams are required in 
p roblems concerning the circle. 
For 
p roblems concerning the sp here, cylin­ 
der, cone and frustum, the solids, re­ 
sp ectiv ely, arc on tho teacher’s table, 
ready for the use of the p up il exp laining. 
Where a school-room is not sup p lied with 
the ap p aratus just mentioned, with cubic­ 
al blocks, etc., the teacher need be at no 
loss, for the larger boys are p retty certain 
to p rov e ready and willing hands at inak 
ing the articles he needs. 
Comp arisons help to fix rules. When 
a squaro has been built on the radius or 
diameter of a circle, comp are its area 
with that of the circle. 
Comp are the 
surface of a ball with one of its great 
circles. 
Cut an ap p le into halv e* and 
comp are one of the cut surfaces with the 
entire outer surface. Sup p ose a ball to 
be neatly contained within a cubical box. 
Estimate what p ortion of the sp ace it 
tills. 
Sup p ose the surfaces of cylinders, 
cones and frustums to be remov ed and 
sixread out on a p lane, and comp are them 
with 
p iano rectangles, 
triangles and 
trap ezoids. 
Hav e a cylinder ami a cone 
Of the same base and altitude, and de­ 
riv e rule for solidity of cone by comp ar­ 
ing its weight with that of the cylinder. 
The following analysis and methods, LOGICAL 
originated here, hav e p rov ed so satisfac­ 
tory in our work that we inv ite the care­ 
ful attention of teachers to them. 
The 
design is to treat of curv ed measurements 
alone, but the rules for the p rism, p yra­ 
mid and frustum of p yramid being so 
similar to those for the cylinder, cone and 
frustum of cone, resp ectiv ely, they also 
hav e been enumerated.

not had that mental training and disci 
p line which the constant reading of our 
standard authors will bring him. 
The 
story is told of a young man, who, up on 
entering college, was so ignorant of gen­ 
eral literature, that he a^ked the libra­ 
rian at which end of the library it was 
customary for the students to begin read­ 
ing. 
Charles Dudley W arner tells us of 
a freshman who acknowledged to his 
p rofessor, that he had nev er read a single 
book outside of his school-books. 
And, 
no doubt, we xyould be surp rised if we 
knew how many there are, who are sim­ 
ilarly situated. 
Good literature has much the same 
effect as good comp any. Surrounded by 
a p ure, moral, intellectual atmosp here, 
one cannot help being influenced for the 
better; and so he, who has good books 
for his comp anions, slowly but surely 
obtains for his reward that culture and 
refinement of intellect, which makes him 
an ornam ent to society, an honor to man­ 
kind. 
Now we are ready to answer the 
questions concerning wh a t we shall read: 
but this is about as difficult to answer as 
the one, “ W hat shall I eat?" In both, the 
answer dep ends, mainly, up on| the con 
Stitution, mental and p hysical, of the 
p erson w ho p rop ounds it. 
True, there are a few books which 
ev ery-one, p ast fourteen years of age 
Should hav e read,—such as “Pilgrims 
Progress," “ Robinson Crusoe," “Arab­ 
ian 
N ights," 
“ Gulliv er’s 
Trav els, “ 
“ASsop ’s Fables;" but, to p resent a gen­ 
eral couse of reading which would suit 
ev ery-one, would be an imp ossibility. In 
general, we mig'ht say that there should 
be about three classes of books in such a 
course—as Bacon says, “Some to be tast­ 
ed, others to be swallowed, and others, 
still, to be chewed and digested;" that is, 
p art that does not require study, but are 
read for p leasure, for amusement; a sec­ 
ond p art that requires some thought; and 
a third, the benefit forom which cannot 
be obtained w ithout deep anti careful 
research. 
Then comes the question “IIo w shall I 
read?" It has been said that there are 
many books which are not books: so it 
might as truly be said, there ¡are many 
readers who are not readers.
